The gesture was extravagant for an old car that didn’t really 
work, but obviously, my uncle must have seen the joy and wild-eyed 
optimism of a kid behind the wheel of a magnificent piece of machin- 
ery, driving to (imaginary) points unknown. 

While I thought the exterior of the car was nice-looking (though 
its white paint was perhaps not as lustrous as it once was), I was most 
enchanted by the interior. It had the most elegant dashboard controls 
for wipers and a giant analog clock with sweeping hands that proudly 
displayed the hours and minutes. There were no digital readouts, no 
satellite radios or navigation systems, no automatic settings that 
could be personalized to remember your seat preferences — ^just dials 
to turn and switches to flip, each seemingly crafted to meld beauti- 
fully with your hands. 

In all, it was a very pretty car. And just like the prettiest 
of houses, it had an understated grace that was quiet in 
its charm yet irresistible in its power to wholly seduce. 
Now that we all seem to live our lives in the fast lane, I 
hope the homes in this issue have the same effect on you. 
Consider them a rest stop for whatever journey you’re on.

views of Mount Rainier. The grounds 
include manicured courtyards, gardens, 
and an undulating, 130-foot sculpture of 
a snake by Richard Serra. 

The family who commissioned it wanted 
a residence that could embrace a museum- 
quality collection of contemporary art, 
including many other large-scale works, 
without sacrificing a sense of comfort or 
intimacy. “A lot of my clients are emotion- 
ally attached to their art — it’s part of the 
family, part of who they are,” explains 
Olson. “They want to live with the art, so 
we try to incorporate it into every room of 
the house.” 

The architect — who founded the lauded 
Seattle-based firm Olson Kundig in 
1966 — has a long-established relation- 
ship with these clients, having worked with 
them over a span of about 25 years to 
enlarge a charming bungalow that previ- 
ously stood on the 3. 5 -acre property. In 
this most recent renovation, the clients 
decided to start over from scratch. 

For the new house, Olson devised an 
interior atmosphere devoid of strong shad- 
ows or harsh sun. Expansive windows were 
fitted with wooden awnings to filter light 
from northern and southern exposures, and 
skylights were covered in fabric scrims. 

An avid art patron himself, Olson has 
designed both homes and museums that put

artwork at the forefront of the design pro- 
cess. “When I was young, I wanted to be 
either an artist or an architect,” he says. “I 
brought my love of art into my work.” Here, 
he divided the house into two parts: gallery 
spaces, boasting soaring ceilings and 
ample wall space, and private spaces, 
which are more intimate in scale and pro- 
portion. The former were carefully designed 
so that they could accommodate guests — 
the homeowners frequently host museum 
and travel groups, as well as large gather- 
ings and benefits for the arts. Space flows 
freely between the living room, the dining 
room, and a cavernous hallway, all lined 
with showstopping artwork and impeccably 
suited to both viewing and entertaining. 

Perhaps the property’s most striking 
work is an installation by James Turrell 
(above), the renowned artist whose medium 
is light and who recently had a blockbuster 
retrospective at the Los Angeles County 
Museum of Art. The two-story piece fea- 
tures wall-to-wall planes of glass that tran- 
sition slowly — one purple to green, another 
red to yellow — creating a seemingly end- 
less evolution of combinations. “Turrell 
seemed like the ideal artist for the space,” 
says Olson. “This whole house has been 
based on establishing the perfect combina- 
tion of angles and natural light.” G

WHEN HER HOUSE IN NEW ORLEANS WAS BEING BUILT — for someone else — 
designer Tara Shaw walked by it every day. “I thought, This can’t be New 
Orleans,” she says, adding that she loved the “severe front” reminiscent of 
Haussmann facades in Paris: a wall around the property that “seemed to hide 
a secret courtyard.” Although she lived in a charming Victorian at the time, 
it was French architecture she adored. The homeowner was also a Franco- 
phile who’d asked local architect Barry Fox to design a house modeled after 
one he’d seen in France. 

As Shaw watched the progress, she thought she might like to tackle a similar 
project one day. “I never thought this one would come on the market,” she 
says. When it did, she had to buy it: “It was as though it were built for me.” 

It certainly seems built to showcase Shaw’s collection of furniture, which 
she describes as “Italian mixed with Swedish, with some French and some 
contemporary.” Those pieces, in turn, are mixed with ones from her own line, 
Tara Shaw Maison. The painted Swedish-style dining room table, for example, 
is a copy of one she sold in her shop years ago. The chairs surrounding it are 
original, though she now copies them as well. 

The Maison line, like Shaw’s thriving antiques and interior design busi- 
nesses, grew out of her lifelong love of European furniture. Working as a rep

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for an apparel company, she “finally made enough money” to buy 
one good piece a year and started charting her taste: “Was I 
painted Italian? Was I rustic French?” It turned out she was both, 
and soon the yearly splurges weren’t enough to feed her growing 
addiction. Armed with $14,000 and a plane ticket to France, Shaw 
entered the trade, selling her first container of pieces from a mini 
storage unit at the Port of New Orleans in less than 15 minutes. 

For the next two decades, she spent a quarter of each year in 
Europe shopping. But when she married in 2007, she curtailed the 
travel and began concentrating more on the reproduction line, 
which now includes everything from pillows and valances to the 
corner cupboard in her breakfast area and the steel-framed bed in 
her master bedroom. The bed is hand-welded in New Orleans, as 
are all the metal pieces she manufactures. 

A native of Austin, Texas, Shaw says she fell hard for her adopted 
city from the moment she arrived, and now she’s equally enamored 
of her “sleepy neighborhood” near Audubon Park. If the neighbor- 


hood is serene, the house is even more so. “Most of my clients are 
such busy people, they want to feel their blood pressure drop when 
they come home,” she says. “That’s how I want to feel, too.” 

To that end, she decorated the space in her favorite shades of 
white. And while she kept the original cypress paneling in her 
study and the stained pine floors throughout, she painted the dining 
room floor white, she says, “to make it feel more current.” That 
room’s 18th-century bench provides a brief master class on Shaw’s 
eye: The Swedish piece is covered in a Fortuny fabric (the tribal 
Tapa print) and topped with Maison bolsters in a Belgian linen. 

After they married, Shaw’s husband, attorney Robert Walsh, 
suggested she might want to take time off, an idea that makes her 
laugh. Instead, she recently signed on with Restoration Hardware, 
which sells mirrors of her design (including the floor mirror in her 
dining room) and framed intaglios like the originals on her living 
room wall. And so her love affair with furniture and the decorative 
arts continues apace. “I have more ideas,” she says, “than time.” Cl

‘‘YOU NEVER WANT A HOUSE TO 
LOOK LIKE GARANIMALS. THERE’S 
REALLY NOTHING WORSE THAN 

MATGHY-MATGHY,” says interior designer Ales- 

sandra Branca, referring to the children’s clothing lines in which no 
two pieces clash. As luck would have it, her clients, who reside in a 
19th-century townhouse in one of Chicago’s prime neighborhoods, 
felt exactly the same way. So it might seem surprising that the pair 
would fall for a home that had been stripped of all of its character by 
the previous owners, who clad every room in the same material — 
Sheetrock. But in the backs of their minds, they had a secret weapon 
in Branca, who is known for her reverence for a home’s history. 

Restoring the bones of this handsome brick four-story is just 
the kind of project Branca thrives on; in her mind, the soul of a 
house is rooted in its architecture. “I felt that the shell should be 
returned to what it was,” she says. “The best interiors play well with 
a house’s age.” 

To that end, she presided over some subtracting and a whole lot 
of adding. Up came the standard-issue maple floors, and down went 
French maple in a chevron pattern, wire-brushed and coated in 
beeswax to look like it had long been there. Ceilings were coved, 
fireplaces mounted, a winding banister erected, and moldings added 
to define the comfortable proportions of the rooms. Branca went so 
far as to clad the living room walls in parchment pieces cut to look 
like blocks of marble. Once the framework was in place, she began 
to do what she does best: She brought texture, color, form, and scale 
together to create captivating rooms notable for their insouciant mix

of periods and styles. “You don’t need decoration, you need an 
exquisite collection of furniture, fabrics, art, lighting, and per- 
sonal effects,” she says. 

Indeed, the chandeliers throughout the house illuminate 
Branca’s point. There’s the midcentury Italian lighting in the 
modern. Shaker-inspired kitchen, a rare 1950s opaline glass— 
and-brass fixture hanging over a low-slung 1970s lacquered 
coffee table in the family room, and in the dining room, a con- 
temporary plaster-of-Paris chandelier hovering over a 1970s 
table surrounded by Gustavian chairs. “Lighting can act like 
sculpture in a room. It can transform a space,” she says. 

Branca’s gift for transformation goes beyond the architecture; 
her love for playing with textures and finishes shows up through- 
out the house. To modernize those Gustavian chairs, she covered 
them in white leather. A pair of early Empire floor lamps in the 
living room got a sleek, chic treatment with a sleeve of glass and 
hot-pink silk shades from Thailand. In the family room, she had 
the 19th-century steel cabinets stripped and replaced the panels 
with chicken wire to turn them into bookcases. A trio of artworks 
were made from original Fornasetti printing plates. “I was very 
lucky,” says Branca. “My clients allowed me to play — with art, 
architecture, materials, surfaces, geometry, color — and it let me 
bring life to every room.” D

IF THERE’S AN INNER ELOISE IN YOUR 
PSYCHIC MAKEUP, you’ll have no trouble 
embracing the inspiration behind Kay 
Douglass’s living room — she wanted it to 
feel like a hotel lobby. Specihcally, the wel- 
coming lounge in Belgium’s glorious Hotel 
Julien, carved from two lavish 16th-century 
buildings in the center of old Antwerp. “It’s 
one of the prettiest places I’ve ever been,” 
says the designer. “The furniture is modern 
and spare, but you’re surrounded by all this 
ornate Baroque architecture. It’s incredibly 
charming, and it was always on my mind.” 

Douglass’s home is in Buckhead, among 
Atlanta’s oldest and loveliest neighbor- 


hoods, and though the house isn’t quite as 
historic as the Hotel Julien, a succession of 
thoughtful owners had preserved its 1930s 
Georgian Revival pilasters, theatrical den- 
tils, and multipaned windows. Douglass 
says it wasn’t only lush trim that drew her 
and her husband, Jim, to purchase the 
home for themselves and their 15 -year-old 
son. Jack. “When I opened the door and 
saw the scale of the rooms and the sunlight 
washing through front-to-back, I fell in 
love,” she recalls. 

Dark-stained oak floors and brown fur- 
niture, on the other hand, were not quite as 
endearing to her. “It was just as traditional

as you would expect,” Douglass says, “and 
I don’t do that.” 

These days, cool white walls and floors 
sheathed in gray (not just any gray, but a 
perfect, pure shade without a hint of blue) 
set the stage for Douglass’s restrained aes- 
thetic. She purposely left living room win- 
dows bare and the mantel devoid of art so 
the room’s stately moldings would stand out 
in ghostly relief. 

“I live an edited lifestyle,” explains Doug- 
lass, who owns three popular retail stores 
called South of Market in Atlanta; Charles- 
ton, South Carolina; and New York. “It’s as 
much about what I don’t put into a room as 
what I do. Adding things for the sake of 
adding them doesn’t make sense to me.” 
Consequently, her rooms are stripped to the 
essentials. In the living room, it’s the simple 
contrast of shapely slipcovered sofas next 
to boxy, velvet-upholstered armchairs that 
creates drama, while in the master bedroom, 
a voluptuous French mirror is all that’s 
needed for maximum glamour. Rooms 
somehow look simultaneously taut and loose. 

Color pulses into the house in staccato, 
single-shot bursts, doled out on scene- 
stealing 24 -inch square pillows. “They’re 
like candy, very tempting,” the designer 
says. “An array of them inspires me so 
much more than pattern.” 

Furniture is large, low, and inviting, but 
with notable outliers like the petite drinks 
tables in the living room and high-backed 
rattan chairs in the sunroom. “Rooms go up 
and down, things are small and large,” 
Douglass says. “When you don’t have a ton 
of furniture, you need lots of variation in 
scale to be appealing.” 

At every turn, Douglass’s frame of refer- 
ence was an intimate boutique hotel. She 
used a sofa rather than a bench inside the 
front door because she thinks it makes 
the entry seem more like a quirky Euro- 
pean guesthouse. And, she says, “I wanted 
the living room to feel like a spot you’d stop 
in for drinks while waiting for your dinner 
table — a room that’s always ready for cock- 
tails and conversation.” 

Visitors invariably ask, “Where’s all your 
stuff?” “What can I say?” Douglass says, 
laughing. “We’re neatniks, even Jack; we 
put our things away. Less clutter is relaxing 
for us, so our house always looks like we’ve 
just straightened up for guests.” It’s as tidy 
and welcoming as a five-star relais — one 
that would make you want to abandon the 
rest of your itinerary. Q

Consider this snug getaway nestled in the woods near Sewanee, 
Tennessee. Architect James Carter designed it for a Birmingham, 
Alabama, physician and his wife who met decades ago at the Uni- 
versity of the South, familiarly known as Sewanee. Unable to get 
the pristine college setting out of their blood, they bought acreage 
on a nearby bluff for a vacation compound and started by commis- 
sioning a small guest cottage. 

Carter decided to make it a log cabin after he toured the Sewanee 
campus and realized that his favorite building was an old log house 
called Rebel’s Rest. (It burned down last year.) Working with 
salvage experts who acquired and disassembled two rural Ohio 
log cabins from the 1840s, Carter married the antique pieces into 
a graceful, 1,200-square-foot house. 


“The idea was to make a cabin that looks like it’s been there 
forever,” he says. 

It does, only better. The living room’s dramatically vaulted ceil- 
ing is clad in weathered barn wood redolent of the rural past. Wavy, 
hand-hewn timbers and pale chinking create walls that are boldly 
graphic but also down-home. 

Birmingham-based decorator Tammy Connor took on the task 
of devising an appropriate interior for a low-key family that prizes 
reading and picnicking deep in the woods. It’s the smallest house 
she’s ever done, but she didn’t stint. Every room is cozy, inviting, 
and quietly handsome. Modest in its gestures if not its appoint- 
ments, Connor’s scheme has the sort of luxurious refinement that 
has to be experienced to even be noticed. 
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Hand-hewn logs and antique accents create a timeless look in 
the mudroom. Pine etagere, Henhouse Antiques; mirror, 
English Accent Antiques; ceiling fixture, Urban Archaeology;

Throughout the great room’s living, dining, kitchen, and sleeping 
areas, she layered on a wealth of contrasting textures to add liveli- 
ness: waxy old wood, crewelwork, satin wool, leather, matte metal, 
and glossy ceramics among them. 

“We used mostly English antiques,” Connor says. “French would 
have been too sweet. We wanted it to feel like an enveloping, mas- 
culine old cabin in the woods that has been updated.” 

From the living room’s fawn-colored linen sofa to the kitchen’s 
Viking range and custom hood in matte graphite finishes, every- 
thing is subdued yet full of personality. Fine things are treated 
casually. The art above the fireplace, evocative of a flowering 
branch in the woods, is just a rolled canvas hanging from a trian- 
gular wire. “It’s free, loose, and a little more fluid,” she says. 

Because there was no room for a staircase, a ladder leads to a 
loft bedroom that Connor fashioned into a stylish cocoon behind 
dramatic, heavily lined drapes. “If someone downstairs gets up 
early to get a cup of coffee, whoever is up here can still have some 
privacy and sleep,” she says. 

The homeowners are positively entranced. Suddenly, they’re in 
no hurry to build a main house. Says the wife, “The first day we 
woke up in the cabin, my husband said, ‘Do you like it as much as 
you thought you would?’ I said, Tt’s 10 times better than I could 
have dreamed.’” □

“When we came to Richard,” says the client, referring to the quintessentially 
Californian designer Richard Hallberg, “I told him that I love Italy, that Venice 
is my favorite city. I took out the fabric and said, ‘This is where we should start.’ ” 
And in a way, that piece of fabric — at least the airy, fine feel of it — is where it 
ended, too. The 8,000-square-foot house, on three acres in Montecito, California, 
embodies the lush elegance of a European villa burnished with contemporary 
West Coast charm. “I wanted not a bit of heaviness,” says Hallberg. “The challenge 
was, how do you make something authentic but modern, something not grandma?” 

The clients, a retired couple, dreamed of an impressive but unpretentious 
Italian palazzo — with strategic updates, of course. Such massive projects are 
Hallberg’s speciality; architecture, he believes, “begins with a hammer.” Leave 
it to others to mourn the lack of historic buildings in Southern California: 
Hallberg is invigorated by the blank canvas. An expert on the nuances of age-old 
European and East Coast cities, he enjoys bringing those references to the West 
Coast, creating a new generation of enduring, architecturally significant homes 
of exceptional craftsmanship and materials. 

The Montecito site, with magnificent views, had for two decades held the 
couple’s lovely, modern Mediterranean-style house, but they knew they wouldn’t

be happy until it was replaced with a residence that reminded them more of 
the sunbaked Tuscany of their dreams and countless visits. So Hallberg worked 
with the architectural firm Appleton & Associates to fashion an environment 
in which every surface is hand-honed — from stone and wood to plaster and 
gilding — lending a patina of gracious tradition. Even the crown moldings are 
stone — a considerable feat. Yet beneath the coffered ceilings, and beside such 
treasures as an Andre Dubreuil mirror and an 18th-century Venetian chair, are 
custom-made contemporary designs and iconic modern pieces, such as Arne 
Jacobsen Swan chairs. “The key,” says Hallberg, “is balance.” 

The proportions of the house, which was finished this past spring, are generous 
but not huge. The flow of the rooms, too, is rational. “No rabbit warrens for us,” 
the wife says. “We wanted the layout to feel intuitive. Everything is where you 
think it will be the minute you walk in the front door. You can’t get lost.” 

Symmetry, another Hallberg trademark, was a priority for the homeowners. 
The entrance, grand yet simple, is flanked by olive trees; the loggia, where the 
couple frequently have dinner parties, is a geometric harmony of arches and 
straight lines; above the headboard in the master bedroom hangs an array of 
16th-century engraving plates. Throughout, the colors are calming and neutral, 
with shots of gentle green inspired by the Eortuny fabric. 

And what of the two yards of material that started it all? It now covers a pair 
of pillows that nestle on white linen sofas in the living room. “I look at them every 
day and smile,” the wife says. “I now have everything I want.” □
